Greeting. 



Whereas by the Statutes of our College of the Holy and Undivided Trinity of Queen 
Elizabeth, near Dublin, it is provided that Fellows and certain other officers of our said 
College shall be required to profess a particular religious belief, and to do certain acts in 
connection with a specified form of religious worship, and, with certain exceptions specified 
in the said Statutes, to be ordained in Holy Orders : And whereas by an Act passed in 
the Session of Parliament, held in the 31st and 32nd years of our reign, entitled Au Act 
to Amend the Law relating to Promissory Oaths, a declaration is substituted for an oath 
in certain cases : And. whereas by the University of Dublin Tests Act, 1873, it has been, 
amongst other things, enacted, that no person should be required on taking or holding, or 
to enable him to take or hold, any office in the said University or College, to subscribe to 
any article or formulary of faith, or to make any declaration or take any oath respecting 
his reilgious belief or profession, or to conform to any form ot public worship, or to do any 
act in connection with any form of religious worship, or to belong to any specified church, 
sect, or denomination, anti that no person elected to a fellowship or any other office shall 
be deprived of his office by reason that he is not or docs not become ordained 111 Holy 
Orders : . 

Know ye, therefore, that We, of our special grace, certain knowledge, and mere motion* 
by and with the advice and consent ot our right trusty and right well-beloved Cousin and 
Councillor, James Duke of Abcrcorn, Knight of the Most Noble Order of the Garter, our 
Lieutenant General and General Governor ot that part of our said United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, called Ireland, have made, established, and ordained, and by 
these presents for us, our heirs and successors, We do make, establish, and ordain, as and 
for a Statute of and for our said College, that the following alterations, additions, and 
omissions shall be made in the Statutes of our said College, that is to say 



De Qualitate et Officio Propositi. 

That in the second Chapter of the Statutes of our Royal predecessor, King Charles I., 
entitled “ De Qualitate et Officio Propositi,” the clause, " Statuimus lgitur, ut Propositus 
sit moribus probus, vita integra, et fama inviolata, annos natus ad minimum trigmta, et 
in sacris ordinibus constitutus. Sit etiam professor in sacra theologia, vel ad minimum 
Baccalaureus in efulem facultate,” lie repealed, and that the following be enacted instead 
thereof: ft Statuimus igitur, ut Propositus sit moribus probus, vita integra, et fanm mvio- 
lata, atque annos natus ad minimum triginta.” Also, that the following clause be 
repealed: “ Nee habeat, aut recipiat (quamdiu locum et munus Propositi supplet) eccle- 
siastica, ut vocant, beneficia, cum cura animarum, uno plura. Dignitatem vero ecciesi- 
asticam (quocunque sit infra Episcopalem) hac sanctione prohiheri nolumus, iRodo 
Propositus debitam residentiam, coteraque omnia prostat, quo illius officio incumbunt 
secundum statuta Collegii.

also that in the same Chapter of the aforesaid Statutes the following clause be

UNIVERSITY OF DUBLIN TESTS ACT, 1873. 7 

The several Members so elected as aforesaid shall vacate office in the following 
rotation: . 

The Members elected by the Senior Fellows shall vacate office at the end of the first 
year; those elected by the Junior Fellows at the end of the second year; those elected 
by the Professors at the end of the third year ; and those elected by the Members of the 
Senate, who had not voted as Follows or Professors, at. I he end of the fourth year. 

The same course of electing to and vacating office shall be pursued from time to time in 
each period of four years. 

Save and except, in the ease ol Members constituting the first. Council, each Member 
shall continue in office for four years. 

Each outgoing Member of the Council for the time being shall be eligible for rc- 
election. 

The election of Members for the said first Council shall ho completed on a day not 
later than the day of 

The election of Members in the place of those who shall vacate office in rotation, shall 
he completed on a day not later than the first day of December in each year. 

Any casual vacancy occurring by death, resignation, or otherwise among the Members 
of the Council shall be filled up by the election of a qualified person according to the 
provisions hereinbefore contained, upon a day not later than twenty -one days, nor sooner 
than seven days after such occurrence shall have been notified to the Provost, or in his 
absence, to the Vice-Provost, the respective times for the nomination and election to be 
fixed by the Provost, or by the Vice-Provost., and publicly notified by him. If such 
vacancy shall occur during a vacation, the occurrence shall bo deemed for the purpose 
of such notices to have taken place on the first day of the ensuing term. 

The person to lie elected upon the occurrence of any such casual vacancy shall vacate 
office at the same time when the other Members elected by the same class of electors shall 
retire in rotation as aforesaid. 

The Provost and Senior Fellows, and Council, shall have power jointly, from time to 
time, to alter, amend, and repeal any laws, rules, and regulations concerning the times and 
manner of voting for and electing Members of the Council, in conformity with the provi- 
sions of these our Letters Patent, and from time to time to make additional or new laws, 
rules, and regulations, for the same purpose, and to alter or vary the same, or any of them, 
as to the said Provost and Senior Fellows, and Council jointly, shall seem fit.; provided 
always, that no such additional or new laws, rules, and regulations, repeal of laws, rules, 
and regulations, emendations, alterations, or variations, shall have any force or efficacy 
until they shall have received the sanction of the Senate of the University in congrega- 
tion lawfully assembled. 

The Provost, or, in his absence, the Vice- Provost, shall have the power of summoning 
meetings of the said Council, and shall do so at fixed times, to be determined by the 
Council, and also on special occasions, on the requisition in writing of any five Members 
of the same, and shall preside at every meeting of the said Council. The mode of sum- 
moning meetings of the Council shall he from time to time prescribed by the Council. 
Nine Members, including the President, shall form a quorum. 

And it is our further will .and pleasure that, the Council shall nominate to all Professor- 
ships, except, those the nomination to which is vested, in some other body or persons by 
Act of Parliament, or by the directions of private founders, and except, also the following 
Professorships in the School of Divinity : that is to say, the begins Professorship of 
Divinity, Archbishop King’s Lectureship in Divinity, and the Professorship of Biblical 
Greek. Such nomination shall be subject to the approval of the Provost and Senior 
Fellows. In the event of the said Provost, and Senior Fellows refusing their approval to 
the nomination- of the Council, the Chancellor shall decide whether the grounds for such 
refusal are sufficient. If they shall appear to him to he insufficient., ho shall declare the 
person nominated by the Council to be duly elected; if not, the Council shall proceed to 
afresh nomination. If no election shall take place within the space of six calendar 
months from the date of the vacancy, or from the time of the creation of any new Profes- 
sorship, the right of nomination and election for the purpose of filling up such vacancy, 
or of appointing to such new Professorship, shall lapse to the Chancellor. No person, 
being- at the time a Member of the Council, shall be nominated by the Council to any 
Professorship. 

And it is our further will and pleasure that, except so far as is otherwise provided by 
Act of Parliament, or by direction of private founders, any proposed new rules or regu- 
lations respecting Studies, Lectures, and Examinations, save and except any Studies, 
Lectures, or Examinations, in relation to or connected with the School of Divinity (with 
which the said Council shall not have authority to interfere), and also any proposed new 
rules or regulations respecting the qualifications, duties, and tenure of office of any Pro- 
lessor in any Professorship now existing, or hereafter to he constituted, except the 
Professors and Professorships connected with the said School of Divinity, and any pro- 
posecl alterations in any existing rules or regulations respecting such Studies, Lectures, 
and Examinations, qualifications, duties, and tenure of office, save as aforesaid, shall 
require the approval both of the Provost and Senior Fellows, and of the Council. 

That all such new rules or regulations, and alterations in any rules or regulations, may 
he originated either by the Provost and Senior Fellows, or by the Council. 

And that no new Professorship shall be created or founded by the Provost and Senior 
h ellows without the consent of the Council. 
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
